FOUR NEW STATES. 
The Elections ill North and South Dakota, 
W ashington and M ontana. 
St. P aul, Ojtober.Ist.—The elections in 
the four new States were held to-day, and 
from present indications the vote has been 
a full one. 
The capital fight in South Dakota and 
Washington called out a lew voters who 
might otherwise have been classed as stay- 
at-homes, while the closeness in the State 
acted in a similar way in Montana. 
The Sunday-school children in Aber­ 
deen, S. D., marched in procession during 
the day to inlluence the vote on the prohi­ 
bition amendment. 
The two Dakotas were conceded to the 
Republicans early in the day, the point 
to be settled being only as to the size of the 
majority. 
Interest in North Dakota was centered 
on the Prohibition ticket, the friends of 
which were hopeful, and the District Judge­ 
ships. Also, there was much interest in 
the Legislature as regards its feelings for 
or against the Senatorial candidacy of ex­ 
Governors Pierce and Ordway. In the 
Dakotas the questions to be decided were 
in South Dakota the State and legislative 
officers, two Congressmen and Judges, also 
voting on Constitution and on the Prohibi­ 
tion clause, the clause for the miuority 
representation in the Legislature and on 
the temporarv location of the State capital. 
North Dakota voted tor the same officers 
and also on the Constitution aud Prohibi­ 
tion clause. 
IN MONTANA. 
H elena (Mont.), October 1st —A report 
Irom Fort Benton says ; Chinock precinct 
goes Republican—Carter 72, Maginnis, 41, 
Power 91, Toole 24. The vote in this city 
is very doubtful. Maginnis and Toole 
(Dems.) are reported in the lead. Only 
one precinct is reported definitely. A dis­ 
patch from Avon gives Carter 24, Maginnis 
3, Power 23, Toole 5. 
H elena (Mont.), October 1st.—Since last 
night the feeling throughout Montana was 
that the Democrats would carry the State. 
Bulletins from all important points after 
12 o’clock to-day coufirmed this feeling, 
and at C p. m , when the polls were closed, 
the Democratic managers claimed the 
State, while not venturing on figures. 1 1 
this city the Republicans scratched their 
ticket badly, while the Democrats voted 
the straight ticket. The same repogfs come 
from all over. They have Choteau county, 
where it is tbought'Toole (Dem.) will run 
behind Power (Rep ) 
SOUTH DAKOTA. 
Chicago, October 1 st.— Returns from 
many points in South Dakota show the 
election of the Republican ticket by a 
large majority. All the cities competing 
for the capital claim a victory. The gen­ 
eral protest against the Sioux Falls regis­ 
tration list contains an enormous number 
of names. 
NORTH DAKOTA. 
B ismarck (N. D.), October 1st.—Returns 
so far received indicate that the Republi­ 
can majority in the State is from eight to 
ten thousand. The Prohibition issue has 
been closely contested. The hardest fight 
is on the Supreme Judges, and the Demo­ 
crats will probably elect one or more. 
vote on prohibition. 
D el R apids (8. D.), October 1st.—Pro­ 
hibition carried by 143. Sioux Falls has 
148 for the Capital against Pierre's 76. 
increased democratic vote. 
Y ankton (S. D.), October 1st.—Reports 
from Hutchinson county indicate a sweep­ 
ing decrease in the Republican majority, if 
not a small Democratic majority. 
prohibition doubtful. 
H illsboro (N. D.), October 1st—Trail! 
county will go Republican strong, but pro­ 
hibition is very doubtful. 
THE AUSTRALIAN SYSTEM. 
H elena (M ont), October 1st.—The elec­ 
tion was conducted under the Australian 
law, and to the surprise of everyone the 
votes were polled very rapidly, nearly all 
the voting being done by noon. Reports 
from all sections of the Territory indicate 
there was no disorder of any kind. 
In the city scarcely a man was seen 
drunk, and there were no attempts at il­ 
legal voting. The Australian balloting 
system proved, so far as heard from, a 
complete success. The ticket is a long one 
and it will be late before sufficient returns 
are in to know the result as to Governor 
and Congressman. 
against prohibition. 
B ismarck (N. D ), October 1st.—The 
official count for the city shows an aver­ 
age ni8jority for the Republican ticket of 
1G3.Private telegrams from twenty-five legis­ 
lative districts show the elecicn of sixty- 
seven members of the Legislature favora­ 
ble to Gilbert A. Pierce for United States 
8enator. Four more are known to be for 
Pierce in safe Republican counties, giving 
him 71 votes sure out of a total of 92 in 
both houses. 
Eleven county precincts and the city of 
Bismarck give a majority of 449 against 
prohibition. The Constitution carried al­ 
most solidly. 
IN WASHINGTON. 
W alla W alla (W . T.), October 1st — 
The election was very quiet and an average 
vote is being polled. The Republicans are 
ahead so far. The Constitution is being 
voted down three to one, and woman suf­ 
frage the same. The Capital vote is be­ 
tween Yaquima and Olympia. 
Kllensburg (W. T ), October 1st.—The 
election passed off quietly in this city, 
there being 1,210 votes cast, being 000 more 
than at the election last year. There are 
about 2,500 votes cast in the county. Five 
hundred and fifty votes were cast at Iios- 
lyn precinct. The Republican ticket, so 
far as able to ascertain, is ahead at Roslyn. 
Miller (Dem.), for the Legislature, is 100 
ahead of Sharp (Rep). There is no possi­ 
bility of the count being completed to­ 
night. 
S pokane F alls (W . T.), October 1st.— 
Perfect harmony prevails throughout the 
city to day. The weather was perfect. The 
vote is a great increase over that of 1888. 
Considerante scratching was done, and the 
count will not be completed till a late 
hour. The count in the First Ward may 
last till to-morrow night. 
SIOUX CITY IN THE LEAD. 
Sioux F alls (Dak.), October 1st.—Sev­ 
enty-five precincts out of 525 in the State 
gave tbe following on temporary capital: 
Sioux Falls 5 720. Huron 2,304, Pierce 
1,784, Walertown 634. Mitchell 750. Cham­ 
berlain 33. A majority for prohibition is 
generally conceded. 
ALL ALONG THE LINE. 
St. P aul, October 1st.—Late returns 
received by the Pioneer Presz indicate 
the adoption of tbe ptobibition proposition 
in South Dakota and the defeat ot the 
clause for a minority representation. 
From North Dakota the returns indicate 
the election of fourteen Republicans and 
two Democrats to the Legislature. The 
other districts have not yet been heard 
from. 
A Pioneer Press special from Tacoma says 
the completion of the Legislature must re­ 
main in doubt until the vote is fully 
counted. Separate articles to the Constitu­ 
tion embracing the p rohibitorv and woman 
suffragist plants are unquestionably de­ 
feated by a large majority. 
A Pioneer Press special from Bismarck, N.

St. P aul, October 1st.—At midnight the 
returns to the Globe (Dem.) indicate that 
Washington has elected a Republican Gov­ 
ernor and Congressman by 7,000 and the 
Legislature by 15 majority. Montana is 
close, with the probabilities in favor of the 
Democrats, who seem to have elected the 
Governor and Legislature. The Congress­ 
man is in doubt, with Carter (Rep.) run­ 
ning ahead of his ticket. 
In Norih Dakota the Democrats get 
three Judges and twenty-three members of 
the Legislature. The vote on prohibition 
is close.

PROHIBITION IN DOUBT. 
B ismarck (N. D ), October 1st—The 
meager returns received up to this hour 
(12 a. m ) indicate that the Republican 
ticket will have at least 8,000 msjoritv. 
North Dakota has a capital fight, but the 
contest that closed to night was neverthe­ 
less one of the hardest fought that any 
State ever experienced. The verdict made 
John Miller Governor, H. C. Hansbrough 
Congressman from this State, and all the 
others oi the Republican State ticket have 
been elected, but as yet no reliable 
estimate as to their respective majori­ 
ties can 
be given, as the returns 
scattered. 
Fragramentarv returns from 
two-thirds of the solid Republican counties 
indicate that Pierce is sure of election, and 
Ordway is greatly elated over his prospects 
to-night. 
Whether prohibition has carried or not 
none will be able to say with certainty until 
all the returns are in. The Prohibitionists 
claim a majority of 3,000. The Democrats, 
who have concentrated their efforts in de­ 
feating the measure, claim it lacks 6,000 
votes of being adopted. 
The Democrats claim, on face of the re­ 
turns received, to have elected two of the 
District Judges, but the Republicans say 
tbeir party has been victorious all along 
the line, and they are in all probability 
correct.

REPUBLICANS LEADING. 
H elena (M ont), October 1st.—Thirty- 
three precincts outside of Butte, Helena 
ane Anaconda give Carter (Rep.) 1,873, Ma­ 
ginnis (Dem.) 1.109, Power (Rep.) 1,773, 
Toole (Dem.) 1,263. The estimated Repub­ 
lican majorities are: Silver Bow countv, 
250; Missoula county, 200; Yellowstone, 
150; Lewis and Clark. 200. 
The Democrats claim Deer Lodge county 
by C00 majority. 
JUBILANT REPUBLICANS. 
H elena, October 1st.— Owing to the 
length of the ticket returns are late coming 
in. 
A great multitude of people crowd 
Broadway in front of the Herald building, 
from which the election news are exhibited 
by a stereopticoo. 
The shouts are sometimes deafening as 
advices are received indicating more and 
more that the Republicans have elected their 
Congressman, Carter, tbe Governor, Power 
and probably a majority of both branches 
of the Legislature. Scattering returns from 
the eastern tier of counties, Missoula on 
the west. Silver Bow and Lewis and Clarke 
up to 11 o’clock lead the Republicans to 
claim the election of the Congressman 
Governor and Legislature. 
Helena is ablaze with bonfires and the 
streets jammed with excited masses of Re­ 
publicans, and shouting and hurrahing re­ 
sound throughout the city. 


THE BATTLE AT NAVASSA. 
Four Officers Killed at Navansa on the 
Fourteenth of Septem ber. 
B altim ore, October 1st.—The first au­ 
thentic information about the riots on Na­ 
vassa Island were received last night in a 
letter from Dr Smith. Acting Superinten­ 
dent of the Navassa Phosphate Company, 
who, with C. W. Roby, the mine boss, 
and one other official, the only surviv­ 
ing officers of the bloody affray, have taken 
refuge on the British man-of-war Forward, 
whicti came to their assistance. 
Dr. Smith writes that on the morning of 
(he 14th of September the negroes arose in 
insurrection and killed four officers— 
Th .mas ¡N. Foster, Joseph Fales, James 
Mahan and William T. Shea. Kobv was 
first assaulted in the diggings and left for 
dead. At noon the men congregated in 
front of the Superintendent’s house and re­ 
fused to work. 
When Jones attempted to 
arrest one of the ringleaders he was 
knocked down, and in a few minutes a 
howling mob surrounded him. He man­ 
aged to get to the house, where the other 
officers had sought shelter, through volleys 
of rocks and other missiles hurles! at him. 
He took refuge in the upper story of the 
Superintendent’s house and opened fire on 
the mob. The battle lasted three hours, 
with an occasional negro wounded, when 
the inmates were startled by the explosion 
of a dynamite bomb on the lower porch. 
This was soon followed by another, until 
there was a continual roar of dynamite. 
When the officers attempted to seek another 
shelter, Foster was butchered with knives 
and Joseph Fales chopped to pieces with 
an ax. 
William Shea and James Mason 
were also murdered. All the murdered 
men are Baliimo e ins. The negroes still 
hare possession of the island. 
ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS. 
Shortly after 4 p. m . the negroes broke 
into the dynamite magazine and got a 
fresh supply of dynamite. By this time 
the explosions of dynamite had become so 
frequent and uninterrupted, and knowing 
it was their intention to blow us into 
eternity, we decided to leave the house and 
endeavor to reach the officers’ quarters and 
make another stand, but we bad not got 
twenty yards away before they eaw us and 
attacked us from every direction with axes, 
kr.ives, rocks, razors and cinbs, at the 
same time uttering fiendish yells. 
Each man was soon overtaken and dis­ 
armed. Mr. Foster was the first to drop 
his weapon, a small rifle. He was at once 
butchered with knives and other murder­ 
ous weapons. 
Joseph Fales, the next 
victim, was chopped to pieces with an ax, 
after he had surrendered his weapon. 
Poor Bill Shea, when last seen, was within 
a few feet of the cliffs with a number of 
negroes in hot pursuit, at whom he was 
firing with a revolver. His body has never 
been found. We suppose, after killing 
him, they threw him overboard. 
Those of us whose lives were spared owe 
our escape to the intervention of friendly 
negroes, who hid us iu a little building 
until tbe excitement had somewhat sub­ 
sided, and while the main body were en­ 
gaged in looting, robbing and pillaging tbe 
buildings. All the property owned by the 
officers was rilled. 
About 6 p. m. some negroes came to the 
building in which we were hiding and 


told us to conte up to the mess-house and 
get supper and we should not be harmed 
while going to and fro. We had not pro­ 
ceeded thirtv feet before one of the devils, 
George S Key, placed a revolver within a 
few inches of Janies Mason’s face and fired 
and then shot him through the heart after 
he fell. 
The brig Amorette was here, but it blew 
so hard we could not communicate with 
the Captain until Sunday evening. I wrote 
to him requesting him to run over to 
Kingston, Jamaica, and request the Amer­ 
ican Consul's aid, but he could not sail un­ 
til the entire wind abated. 
Monday evening, tbe 20th inst., H. M. S. 
Forward, a British man-of-war, came to 
our assistance under orders to remain un­ 
til relieved by the United Stales steamship 
Galena. We hear nothing of the Galena 
whatever. 
Truly, each of us, thorough Americans 
as we are, can sincerely exclaim, "God 
Save the Queen.” They have taken us 
aboard and treated us royally, treated us 
as honored guests. We owe our lives to 
the prompt arrival of II. M. 8. Forward. 
Great credit is due William Houson, the 
negro preacher of Navassa, but for whose 
intercession in our behalf not one of us 
would be alive to tell the tale. 
The object of attacking Roby in the dig­ 
gings was to remove him in order to se­ 
cure possession of the dynamite and his re­ 
volver. 
Samuel Merch was severely hurt, being 
Btruck with rocks on the head. Harry 
Jones was injured about the face with 
rocks and bruised about the body. H. N. 
Vail was shot accideutally through the 
right leg. 
NEW YORK DEMOCRACY. 
The Chairm an's Solicitude for the Soldiers 
—Cleveland Eulogized. 
S yracuse, October 1st.—The Democratic 
State Convention met here to day. Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor Jones acted as temporary 
Chairman. On taking the chair he spoke 
at considerable length. He referred to the 
last National campaign; declared that the 
party had not lost faith in either its princi­ 
ples or leaders, and eulogized ex President 
Cleveland. On the subject of pensions for 
veterans he said: 
“When their interests are in our hands, 
not only are all their rights, but the honor 
of the veterans are protected. To-day he 
who risked his life leading a forlorn hope 
and was carried from the battle field after 
the conflict ended, maimed for life, finds 
himself in the estimation of his claims on 
ihe gratitude of his country, rated no 
higher than a bounty-jumper and deserter, 
and now he confesses with shame that he 
helped by his vote to place in power an 
administration that wantonly brands him, 
and every comrade who holds an honorable 
discharge, with the basest stigma of dis­ 
grace. In the political campaign of 1888 
the soldier was promised pensions galore. 
Influenced by their prejudices, tempted by 
their greed, they rallied to the Republican 
standard by regiments. When the admin­ 
istration assumed power tbeir confidence 
was renewed. They felt encouraged by the 
appointment of one from their own ranks 
as Commissioner of Pensions, who, upon 
assuming office, assured his old comrades 
that the liberal promises he had made by 
authority on tbe stump should be faithfully 
kept. He took his position with the hon­ 
est intention of carrying out what he had 
been taught in the campaign would be the 
policy of the Republican Administration if 
elected. But he socn found out it was tbeir 
policy if not elected. He was a faithful 
soldier who thought he was obeying the 
orders cf bis superior officers when he 
o; ened the flood-gates of the Treasury.” 
FREQUENTLY ABPLAl'DED. 
S yracuse, October 1st.—The Convention 
Hall was crowded when, at noon. Edward 
Murphy, as Chairman of the State Commit­ 
tee, called the Convention to order and an­ 
nounced the action of the State Committee 
in nominating Edward A. Jones as tem­ 
porary Chairman. The Committee’s action 
was unanimously adopted and a commit­ 
tee was appointed to escort Jones to the 
chair. In his speech he was frequently 
applauded. 
His allusion to Cleveland 
evoked hearty cheering, which was con­ 
tinued for over a minute. At the point in 
his speech where he referred to Governor 
Hill and used the phrase, "I am a Demo­ 
crat,” there was also wild cheering. The 
speech was cordially received. 
After appointing committees, the Con­ 
vention adjourned till afternoon. 
On reassemi'ing the temporary organiz­ 
ation was made permanent, and the plat­ 
form adopted. It reaffirms the doctrines 
of the National Democratic platform of 
1888, and says : “ We do not advocate free 
trade, but steadfastly advocate the princi­ 
ple of tariff reform.” 
President Cleveland’s Administration is 
indorsed. The Republican party is charged 
with obtaining power by corruption, false 
pretenses, intimidation and coercion of 
voters, unperformed promises, and the 
shameless trafficking of Cabinet and other 
offices to the highest bidders. 
President Harrison is arraigned for hav­ 
ing removed ‘‘Hundreds of honest and 
capable officers before the expiration of 
their terms,” in violation of his ante-elec- 
tion pledges. 
A plank dealing with tbe liquor question 
says: “We do not favor the unrestricted 
sale of intoxicating liquors on one hand, 
nor prohibition on the other. We believe 
the liquor traffic should be restrained and 
regulated by just and equitable excise laws, 
rigidly enforce, which should be uniform 
throughout the State.” 
The Republicans of New York, Massa­ 
chusetts, Rhode Island and Pennsylvania 
are denonnced for submitting or proposing 
to submit Prohibition amendments, only to 
defeat them at the polls. 
Electoral reform 
receives renewed 
pledges of support, but not as embodied in 
the Sexton bill, which was a Republican 
measure of last winter. Home-rule for 
cities and the administration of Governor 
Hill are indorsed. 
Ex-Assemblyman Frank Rice, ofOntario 
county, was nominated for Secretary of 
Slate; Edward Wemple was renominated 
for Controller, and Hon. Elliott Danforth 
for Treasurer; Charles T. Taber was re­ 
nominated for Attorney-General ; John 
Bogart for State Engineer and Surveyor, 
and Dennis O'Brien for Judge of the Court 
of Appeals. 
The Convention then adjourned sine 
die. 
SUGAR MARKET. 
An Alleged Effort to Ruin Honest Invest­ 
ors in their Securities. 
N ew Y ork, October 1st.—The extraordi­ 
nary fluctuation in the price of Sugar 
Trust certificates in the stock market dur­ 
ing the last few days opened the eyes of 
the public to a new danger. The insiders 
who control this gigantic monopoly, ap­ 
parently not alone satisfied with robbing 
the poor man of his saving, by putting up 
the price of an article of necessity in order 
to increase their own enormous wealth, 
but they must also manipulate their stock 
in the market in such a manner as to de­ 
ceive interest purchasers, and ruin honest 
investors in their securities. It is the opin­ 
ion of one of the shrewdest judges on the 
“street,” that the course of the Sugar Trust 
stock from the time it was put upon the 
market, almost a year ago, up to the pres­ 
ent. shows that it has been manipulated 
with precisely this end in view, and recent 
events have confirmed the suspicions that 
have been openly expressed for six months 
past. Two or three weeks ago several of 
the most prominent commission houses on 
the street began to warn customers that 
there was something wroDg with the Sugar 
Trust, and advised them to sell out if they 
were carrying any, and to let it alone for 
the future. The sugar kings were after 
their money and would get it, too, if the 
outside speculative community dabbled in 
stock any longer. 
A WAR IN PORK. 
An O rder Asked Restraining tfio Sale of 
October-Paeked Pork. 
C hicago, October 1st.—The rumors of a 
corner in October's pork, which have been 
fljing around for several days, bad a cer­ 
tain color given them this morning when 
an injunction was asked restraining the 
Board of Trade from issuing certificates de­ 
claring pork smoked in October merchant­ 
able and standard. Tbe complainant is W. 
S. Wallace, of Sawyer, Wallace & Co., of 
New York. Wallace avers that he has 
contracts for large amounts of October 
pork; that under the rule as it now stands 
pork packed during this month is not de­ 
livered until it ha9 remained in cold storage 
thirty days, and that the men who have 
sold the complainant October pork, being 
short, are seeking thia means to fill their 


contracts. On behalf of the defendants it 
is admitted that this pork must remain in 
cwld storage thirty days, but it is contended 
that it is deliverable on contracts, and de­ 
clares that to rule otherwise would inflict 
a hardship on the “shor s." because the 
complainant is running a corner in October 
pork. Judges Tuley and Collins, before 
whom the matter was taken, have it under 
advisement. 
Later in the day the Judges announced 
their decision, declining to issue the in­ 
junction prayed for. 


AN OLD SACRAMENTAN. 
W ellesy Venn», an Old-Time Actor 
Foor and Crippled. 
N ew Y ork, October 1st.—An old, white­ 
haired man with a long, silver beard, 
dropped into police headquarters to-night! 
He said be was Wellesy Yenna, an actor, 
and at one time owned the Metro­ 
politan Theater, at Sacramento. He left 
the stage at the breaking out of the war, 
and fought under Farragut, being wounded 
in the leit leg, which left him a cripple and 
incapacitated from performing on the 
stage. He had. however, amassed some 
money which kept him for years. He 
came here, he said, from Baltimore, to 
place himself in the care of the Actor’s 
Fund Society, and to be lodged in the 
Home. 
Venna is 75 years old. He was cared for 
by )he police and will be sent to the Soci­ 
ety s rooms to-morrow. 


CO-EDUCATION. 
Both Sexes Entitled c. Enter the University 
of Lennfylvauia. 
P h ila d e lph ia, October 1st.—Co-educa­ 
tion has just received the almost unanimous 
approval of the college Faculty of the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania. This important 
action, the most advanced that has yet been 
taken in the liberalizing of the institution 
was the result of a Faculty meeting on 
Friday, when the following resjlutioirwas 
adopted with but two dissenting voles; 
"That students be admitted without dis­ 
tinction of sex to ail the courses of the 
college faculty.” That there has been a 
great revolution in sentiment on the sub­ 
ject at the University is evident from the 
fact that a similar resolution brought up 
before the Faculty seven years ago was 
promptly voted down by a majority of the 
members. 


YELLOW EEVElt. 
A Passenger on Board a Vessel is Seized 
by the Fever and Suicides. 
N ew Y ork, October 1st.—The bark Jane 
Lout, eight days overdue from Havana, 
arrived to-day. There were reports that 
yellow fever was raging on the vessel aud 
that all hands bad been stricken down. 
The stories were exaggerated. One cf the 
sailors, E. Sparat, was sick from it seven 
days and escaped and disappeared. He is 
supposed to have jumped overboard. Two 
other sailors were stricken doivn by the 
fever, but recovered. 


An Oil* Year. 
W est M in ster (Md ), October 1st.—This 
is an off year. The State Controller is the 
only ofiice to be filled, so there is not quite 
the usual interest manifested in the Repub­ 
lican State Convention. The, Convention 
was called to order shortly after noon.

American Consulai Agent .it i\:tsm outli 
to retake the boat with the a.ist force neces­ 
sary, armed himself with two crowbars 
and a revolver and proceeded to the Never­ 
sink. He climbed over the side of the 
vessel and with the crowbar felled the first 
of the crew who enroe toward him. He 
then opened fire wiih the revolver and the 
bullet struck a sailor in the leg. The sail­ 
ors overpowered Lawyer aud be was taken 
ashore in a police-boat. 
A large number of persons gathered at 
the landing place and, upon the arrival of 
Captain Lawyer, made an attempt to lynch 
him. The crowd was driven back by the 
police and the prisoner lodged in jail. He 
was subsequently arraigned and remanded 
on a charge of murder. 
FROM MEXICO. 
Ctiiliunhau Financially Em barrassed— 
Effects of the Storm. 
City cf M exico, October 1st.—The State 
of Chihuahua is financially embarrassed, 
the Government being unable to meet its 
obligations. 
The late storm caased terrible havoc at 
the Isles del Carmen.

P30TECTI0N OF THE RIVERS. 


Frank Iveslie’s newspaper believes that 
the sentiment in favor of national protec­ 
tion to our waterways is rapidly growing. 
It is a correct conclusion ; all the evidences 
prove that the people of the United States 
are demanding more and more emphatic­ 
ally that the great free highways of the 
nation shall be well cared for by the Fed­ 
eral Government, prevented from deterio­ 
rating, and where clogged and injured, 
that they shall be cleared and restored. 
This policy has clearly been made mani­ 
fest in the case of the Mississippi river. 
It is to be regretted that in the recent 
Waterways Convention held at Cincinnati, 
and where twelve States were represented, 
(here was no voice from California, whose 
rivers and harbors have had only the min­ 
imum of Federal attention. 
That conven­ 
tion called upon Congress to further im­ 
prove the navigation of the Mississippi 
and its tributaries, and to aid and protect 
all the waterways of the nation by freeing 
them of obstructions and putting them 
into a condition favorable to commercial 
vigor. 
And why not? The rivers are the 
nations’, the States have only limited con­ 
trol over them ; their care devolves upon 
the nation, but the results of their neglect 
is visited most severely upon the people of 
the Slates through which they course. 
The 
Federal Government 
holds 
the 
rivers in trust for the use of all the people; 
they are not the heritage alone of those 
who live along their hanks. Since, there­ 
fore, the interests of all the people in 
them are mutual, it is the duty of the na­ 
tional arm to conserve their navigation hv 
keeping them open and preventing them 
from 
degenerating 
into non-navigable 
streams. 


T h e trip upon which Mr. Secretary 
Blaine is to take the guests of the nation 
this week, will extend through twenty 
States and cover more than 5,000 miles of 
travel in one train, in which no cars will 
be changed, though thirty trunk roads will 
be passed over in the forty-two days’ time 
the trip will consume. 
It is not conceiv­ 
able that these South and Central Ameri­ 
can delegates could be any better enter­ 
tained. They will gain a very compre­ 
hensive idea of the extent, capacity and 
geneial character of the United States, 
and will lie brought into contact with 
nearly all classes of the American people, 
and that such an experience will better fit 
them for the consultations to follow on the 
opening of the Pan-American Congress, 
can scarcely be doubted. 


T h e r e is just enough truth in this re­ 
mark of a Southern journal to make the 
blush of shame rise: 
" Just now the chief amusement of a certain 
class of men In the Nottb 1» to kill some woman 
he has grown tired of. 
It is so easy and so 
bruta! that it has a special attraction for the 
Im aginative hoodlum of the North. In the 
South we k ill negroes for assaulting women, 
but the women seem to be the peculiar prey of 
the Northern brute and have no protector."

The seventeenth annual session of the 
State Grange of the Patrons of Husbandry 
began yesterday forenoon in Grangers’ 
Hall, corner of Tenth and K streets. There 
was a very large attendance of delegates 
from all parts of the State—some 400 in all. 
The credentials of the delegates were re­ 
ceived upon the opening of the morning 
session. This occupied nearly all of the 
morning. The following committees were, 
however, selected before the noon recess 
was taken :

Goodenough, Tem- 
tscal; S. T. Coulter, Santa Rosa; N. Ailing, 
Stockton; J. A. Huckett, Monterey; Sister 
C. A. Hull, Sacramento; Sister J. V. Web­ 
ster, Crestón. 
At the afternoon session W orthy Master 
W. L. Overhiser delivered hia annual ad­ 
dress to the Grange. He said : 
“Patrons of Husbandry of California, Broth­ 
ers and Sisters: For the third time in the 
history of our Order in this State, the 
State Grange of California, by invitation, is 
enjoying the hospitalities of Sacramento 
county Granges, and holding its seven­ 
teenth annual session in this City of the 
Plains, the Capital of our State. As in the 
lives of individuals, so in the life of the 
Grange, each year brings its own experi­ 
ences, and it may be well at this our an­ 
nual reunion to consider, for a few mo­ 
ments, these experiences, and if possible 
profit by their lessons. Looking back over 
the events of the past year, we caD see that 
some of our anticipations 
have 
been 
realized, whilesim e of our plans have been 
defeated. We see that mistakes have been 
made, and perhaps we have not obtained 
oil the good or all the benefit that we 
might have done by meeting together, con­ 
ferring together and co-operating together. 
But let us not spend time in regretting the 
past, but rather look forward hopefully to 
the futare; for the condition of our Order 
has improved since our last annual meet­ 
ing. not only here on the Pacific slope, but 
ali through the country. Six new Granges 
have been organized in this State, with 150 
charter members, and five reorganized with 
78 members. 
The future prospects of the 
Order of Patrons of Husbandry seem 
brighter in California than they have for 
several years past. 
"The delegates from the State Grange to 
the National Grange session held at Lan­ 
sing, Mich., were instructed to invite that 
body to hold the session of 1888 in Califor­ 
nia. The invitation was accordingly given, 
but not having the authority to promise 
the National Grange the payment of the 
extra expense in coming so’far west, the 
invitation was not urged at that time, and 
arrangements were made for the next 
meeting to be held at Topeka, Kan. At 
the session in Topeka the invitation was 
renewed and accepted conditionally.it being 
left in the hands of the Executive Com 
mitteeof the National Grange to locate the 
place of meeting in California, provided 
these conditions were complied with. They 
having been met. the next session of the 
National Grange will be held in California, 
and in this city, commencing on the 13th 
of November. I sincerely hope and trust 
that this meeting of the National Grange 
will be of great benefit to the Order here, 
and that the members of that body will be 
well pleased with 
their reception and 
entertainment while with ns. In this con­ 
nection, I would recommend that the Na­ 
tional Grange Lecturer, Brother Mortimer 
Whilehead, be invited to give a course of 
lectures to the Granges 
in this State, 
either before or after the National Grange 
session, and his services be remunerated 
from the State Grange organizing and lec­ 
ture fund. 
“It gives me pleasure to announce to you 
that the work in fitting out and planting 
the Agricultural Experiment Stations has 
duly progressed during the past year. The 
three establishments in Amador, Tulare 
and San Luis Obispo counties respectively, 
to which I alluded in my address last vear, 
are now reported by Director Hilgard to 
be in good working order. Much Impor­ 
tant data has already been secured concern­ 
ing the soils represented by these farms 
During the year large collections of orchard 
and vineyard fruits have been planted, and 
due attention has been paid to cereals, for­ 
age and other economic plants. I am ad­ 
vised by the Director that a report is now 
in course of preparation which will give 
detailed information concerning the differ­ 
ent stations, the character of the soils, the 
manner in which the grounds have been 
laid out and planted. This report will be 
illustrated by plans and diagrams of the 
central station building at Berkeley, the 
several outlying stations, and will meet the 
demand for explicit information as to the 
actual progress of these institutions. Cop­ 
ies of this report will be sent, as soon as 
ready, to all subordinate Granges in this 
jurisdiction. 
The Grange naturally ex­ 
pects much of these establishments, which 
were secured mainly through its official 
action and the individual efforts of its 
members. Two of the three stations are 
being conducted directly under Grange 
auspices, as Brother J. V. Webster is Patron 
ot the San Luis Obispo Station, and 
Brother B. F. Moore is Patron of the Tu­ 
lare Station. 
“In view of the fact that these stations 
are now assuming due form, and as results 
may soon be expected from them, I can 
but repeat my suggestion of last year, that 
a standing committee be appointed to ex­ 
amine their management and operation, to 
report at future meetings of this body. The 
Director, Professor Hilgard, invites the 
fullest interest and co-operation of our 
farmers in the important work he has in 
charge, and our order, so largely responsi­ 
ble as it is for their establishment, should 
extend to them fostering care and over­ 
sight. It gives me sincere regret to an­ 
nounce that Professor Hilgard, who ac­ 
cepted ray invitation to appear at this 
meeting and address you concerning the 
work, has been obliged to go to New York 
because of the death of his only son in that 
distant place. Nothing lees than an im­ 
perative call Ot duty would detain him 
from among us." 
The speakpr spoke encouragingly in re­ 
gard to the effect of the increase in revenue 
to the State Grange occasioned by the ad­ 
vance in dues by the subordinate Grangp?, 
and promised ibat great good could be ac­ 
complished with the surplus. He referred 
incidentally 
to 
various coustitutional 
amendments which it is proposed to vote 
upon at this meeting, and then continued 
na follows: 
“During the past year death has again 
entered our ranks, and three of the niem- 
beU of the State Grange, two officers and 
two brothers have left us, to continne their 
unfinished work in a higher sphere of 
usefulness. But as each year goes by and 
our annul meeting takes place we find that 
new names are beiDg added to the list of 
those whose seats here are vacant, bat nave 
gone to the better Grange above, and our 
memorial roll grows longer. We know 
not when the next summons will come, 
but we are reminded by the past that 
We arc nearer th an w e're dream ing 
To ibat bright and happy shore; 
W e're closei th an w e're seem ing 
W here the shadow s fall do more. 
“ in a few days my official term as pre­ 
siding officer expires. 
Two years ago. 
when I was called to the chair and placed 
at the head of this great fraternal organizt- 
lion in this State, it was with many mis­ 
givings that I accepetd the position, realiz­ 
ing hut only partially, as I afterward found 
the labor and anxieties neceasarily imposed 
iu carrying forward the objects and aims 
of the order. As this session draws to a 
close, 1 will return to you the trust confided 
to my keepiug, hoping that my successor 
may bs better quahfitd. and can devote 
more time to the work than I have been 
able to do. In retiring from my official 
position I shall take great pleasure in rend­ 
ering to my successor the same cordial co­ 
operation so freely extended to roe by the 
Vast Masters, officers and members of this 
State Grangp, and for which I give you my 
most sir.cere thanks. And now I pledge to 
you tha' in my retirement I will give to 
the principles of the order the same devo­ 
tion that has characterized my efforts dur­ 
ing my official term, and my earnest wish 
an-! prayer shall ever be that the growih 
and influence of this, the greatest organiza­ 
tion for the tilléis of the soil ever insti­ 
tuted. may ever 
be ‘onward, still on­ 
ward.’ ” 
Grand Treasurer I. C. Steeie reported the 


finances of the Grange to be in a healthy 
condition, and this was followed by brief 
reports by Deputies-at-Large A. P. Roache, 
B. F. Frisbie and I. C. Sieele, Steward A. 
P. Roache, District Lecturer S. T. Coulter, 
Worthy Overseer Davis, and Secretary A. 
T. Dewey. A recess was then taken until 
7:30 p. m.

which these great corporations that dom inate 
the country are teaching, not only the farm er 
but m ankind, viz.: T hat in unity, in intelli 
gent co-operation there is strength, there is 
power: but in divided effort there is weakness, 
there is disintegration.

controlled 
or suppressed wholly by 
legal' enactm ents 
W hat, thou, do you ask? We m ust do as the 
corporations are doing—m eet com binations of 
capital and brains w ith like com binations; 
unite heart end hand in Intelligent co-operative 
effort for the accom plishment, ol the laudable 
objects so clearly set forth iu our declaration of 
purposes. The farm ers have m ore votes, and 
more capital in the aggregate, than any other 
class in the country. 
Who doubts, if they were 
united, as the m em bers of the corporations are. 
and educated to intelligent co-operation, th at 
they could exercise a controlling influence iu 
this G overnm ent to-day? 
Co-operation is the talism an th at shall wave 
the magic w audot successful solution over the 
vexed problem s presented by th e conflicting 
claim s of the capitalists and laborers 
Fellow patrons, let us labor w ith renewed 
faith and zeal in our subordinate, our-State aud 
National Granges, and wisely co-operate for the 
accom plishm ent o í the grand purposes for 
w hich our order was instituted.

T H E T H E T IS. 


ltep o rt on tlie M ovem en ts ot th e V essel 
U p to A u gu st 8 th . 
W a sh in g t o n, October 1st.—Lieutenant 
Commander Charles H. Stockton, com­ 
manding the Thetis, in a letter to the Sec­ 
retary of the Navy, dated at Point Barrow, 
August 8th, reports the movements of that 
vessel since the 8th of July. After leaving 
St. Michaels, on the 10th of July, the vessel 
visited Port Clarence and found twelve of 
the whaling fieet and two other vessels at 
anchor, took on board coal, overhauled 
the boiler and examined the shoal ground 
outside and in the vicinity of Port Clare 
ence. 
The ship America with coal and stores 
for the fleet not having arrived, proceeded 
on the 18th as far as St. Lawrence Island to 
search forh her, thence to Cape Prince of 
Wales. Learned since arrival at Point Bar­ 
row that the America reached Tort Clar- 
anceon the 19th of July. Made hydro­ 
graphic examinations iu the vicinity of 
Prince of Wales anchorage. Leaving that 
place passed through Behring’s Strait and 
reached Cape Blossom, Kotzebue Sound, 
on 22d July; left on the 24th and anchored 
off Cape Sabine; on the 27th examined the 
mouth of Pilmagea river. 
Encountered 
but little ice between that place and Point 
Barrow, where we arrived July 29th and 
found in port the revenue steamer Bear 
and a few whalers. 
Captain Healy had selected the site for 
the refuge station and all the facilities of 
the Thetis were placed at his command, 
and under his energetic supervision the 
stores and materials were landed, the house 
then being well under way. The boats and 
men oí the whaling fieet also rendered con­ 
siderable assistance. The house is practi­ 
cally finished and inhabitable. 
As the 
Bear would remain there, the Thetis would 
leave on 
the 8th for a short cruise to 
eastwaid., where the whaling fleet is act­ 
ively cruising, so as to render anv assist­ 
ance necessary, and then return to Point 
Barrow. 
The whaling fleet in the vicinity num ­ 
bers in all thirty-seven vessels, ten being 
steam vessels. Fifteen are cruising to the 
eastwurd of Point Barrow; the remainder 
are at anchor off the Point or within its 
neighborhood. The weather is unexcep­ 
tionally good. From information obtained 
the season is almost if not quite as open as 
last year. As the refuge station may now 
be considered as established, the 'Thetis 
would devote her time in the Arctic Ocean, 
principally cruising in the vicinity of the 
whaling fleet, and return south at the end 
of the season. The officers and men of the 
Thetis are in excellent health. 


T H E E U R O P E A N SQ UADRO N. 


C om m od ore W a lk er P la c e d In C h arge— 
C opy o f th e O rder. 
W a sh in g to n, October 1st—The Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury has relieved Commo­ 
dore Walker from the head of the Bureau 
of Navigation of the Navy Department. 
The text of the order is as follows ; 
Sir : You w ill proceed to the Navy-yard at 
New York and confer w ith the Com m andant, 
and hoist your flag on board the Chicago, as 
Acting Rear-Adm iral and the Command'er-in- 
Chief of the Squadron of Evolution. 
You w ill ptepare th e squadron for sea w ith 
all proper dispatch, aud w hen in all respects 
ready, you w ill sail for Europe and assum e 
com m and of the European Station until further 
orders 
The squadron w ill for th e present consist of 
the Chicago, Atlau a, Boston and Yorktown, to 
w hich the E nterprise w ill be added. 
Upon vonr arrival w ithin th e lim its of the 
E uropean Station, w hen you have hoisted vour 
flag, you w ill return to W ashington and tem ­ 
porarily resum e your present duties in the Navy 
D epartm ent. 
Benjamin F. Tracy, 
Secretary of the Navy. 
The Secretary says that the relief of 
Commodore Walker grew out of no per­ 
sonal or official differences between him ­ 
self and the Commodore. 
That officer has been eight years at the 
head of the Navigation Bureau, and his 
time would soon expire. To reappoint 
him for another term would m e a n a con­ 
tinuous service on shore in the Department 
for twelve years, a precedent which the 
Secretary dues not care to establish. The 
vessels which will b e U D d e r Commodore 
Walker’s command are the pick of the 
Navy, and in fact, with the exception of 
the Charleston and Baltimore, which have 
not yet been accepted, represent all of the 
navy.

O c to b e r l st.—The d is ­ 
patches yesterday brought news that was 
received with gratification by all Californi­ 
ans interested in the wine industry of this 
State. It was the announcement of prizes 
gained by exhibitors at the Paris Exhibi­ 
tion, telling of the award of three gold 
medals and of one grand prize for Califor­ 
nia products. There are many facts that 
tend to make these awards of special in­ 
terest and value to California viticulturists. 
At the exposition held in Paris in 1878, at 
a time when the outlook for the California 
wine industry was evidently more encour­ 
aging than at present, an effort was made 
to gain even u silver medal for the Califor­ 
nia product, but the Freuch judges would 
scarcely recognize the California display. 
Colonel George F. Hooper, ol the Sobre 
Vista vineyard, Sonoma coUDty. was then 
the chief exhibitor, but his enterprise 
proved of no apparent avail, although it is 
possible that the opinioD of California 
wines created then and since was not with­ 
out its value in securing the recent awards. 
There were thirty-three exhibits of wines 
and brandies sent to Paris from California, 
ftnd the rest of the United States sent 
twenty more, making fifty-three exhibits 
in all in this class. So far as known, ac­ 
cording to the dispatches, the only high 
awards, viz., grand prizes and gold medals, 
were given to products from this State. 
The lucky exhibitors were Charles A. Wet- 
more, President of the State Viticultural 
Commissioners, whose ‘‘Cresta Blanca” 
vineyard is at Livertno e; A. G. Cbauche 
of the "Mont Rouge” vineyard, of Liver­ 
more; G. Megiiavecci. a wine maker of 
Napa, and the State Viticultural Commis­ 
sion, which makes a small amount of wine 
each year for experimental purposes. The 
grand prize went to Mr. Wetmore and gold 
medals to the other three. 
Livermore 
wine growers are bo elated over the result 
which gives u grand prize and gold medal 
to their district, n general jubilation meet­ 
ing is in prospect. 
The competition is 
believed to have been as fair as possible. 
No one was at Paris in behalf of the Cali­ 
fornia wine interest, especially, and the 
vintages were judged by French experts, 
who were compelled to judge the California 
wines directly with the products of the 
famous French vineyards. It is because of 
this direct competition with the noted 
Cbatean Yquem sauternes, with the Bor- 
deau wises and with French clarets of well 
known brands, that the recognition im­ 
plied in the awards are so satisfactory. 
The exhibit sent by Mr. Wetmore that 
obtained the grand prize consisted of three 
cases. One was of ’86 sauterne, made 
from the Bemillon, Muscatel, Bordelaise 
and Sauvignon Blanc, the blend that in 
France goes to make up the Chateau 
Yquem. Another case was of Medoc. the 
Bordeaux type of wine, made of a blending 
of Cabernet Sauvignon, Cabernet Franc, 
Verdot and Merlot. It is this blend that 
produces the Chauteau Lafitte and Chateau 
Margaux brands. The third case was Bur­ 
gundy made of Trousseau grapes. Botfi 
the Medoc and the Burgundy were of the 
vintage of '84. It was this same Medoc 
that brought $13 a case at the receut wine 
auction. 
The display of Mr. Chaucbe, winning a 
gold medal, consisted of sauternes and 
clarets, the latter from the Zinfandel and 
Mataro grapes. Mr. Megiiavecci, of Napa, 
sent clarets, chiefly of Zinfandel product. 
H e is not a grower, but a maker of wine in 
Napa City. 
The State Viticultural Commission's ex­ 
hibit was from its experimental cellar. 
It 
consisted of thirty varieties of wines and 
brandies. Two bottles of each sort were 
sent. The lot comprised Zinfandel, Ma­ 
taro, Carignan, Nondeuse, Petit Syrah, 
Cabernet (blind), Burgundy, Petit Pinot, 
Johannisberg Reis'ing, Fraiiken Brisling, 
Sauvignon Veit, Sauterne (from Coluin- 
bar), Semillou, Chauche Gris, Sauterne (of 
Yquem varieties), Burgundy (from Munier 
and Chablis), Frontignan. Port (Petit Pi­ 
not). There were three samples of brandy. 
One was a Folie Blanche blend made at 
the Commission headquarters. The others 
came from George West A Son, of Stock­ 
ton. and from I DeTnrk, of Santa Rosa. 
Many of the wines above named came 
from cellars in different parts of the State, 
so that districts are recognized in the gen­ 
eral award, ft has been the practice of the 
Commission for some years to purchase 
choice vintages from careful producers for 
purposes of experiment and comparison. 
The grand prize, it should be noted in 
judgirg of this honor to California, is the 
highest sward given at the exposition. 
For the entire Exposition there was pro­ 
vided for distribution only 903 grand prizes. 
It is understood that only five grand 
prizes, of the thirly-six distributed among 
various classes of 
products shown by 
Americon exhibitors, went to individual 
exhibitors. Naturally it is considered that 
an award for wines Irom a jury of French 
experts is a greater honor than' any award 
for any other product could be. A num­ 
ber of telegrams of a congratulatory nature 
have been received from Eastern friends at 
viticultural headquarters iu this city. 
Among the American competitors’ against 
California wine-producers were companies 
dealing in the wines of the Lake Erie 
Islande; the Andaulsia vineyards of Florida; 
the Gast Wine Company of St.' Lonis. mak­ 
ing Iteisling a specialty; the New Urbana 
Wine Company of Hammondsport, N. Y., 
dealing in Port and Catawba, and the 
Plcasaut Valley Wine Company of Rheims, 
N. Y . which makes Catawba and Dela­ 
ware wines its specialties. 
It is reported 
that the jury of experts were very severe 
on American 
labels 
imitating French 
products, and the Pleasant Valley Wine 
Company came in for condemnation, be­ 
cause its labels said "Rheims,” until some 
one explained that the “ Rheims,” meant 
was located in New York Slate and not in 
P'rance.

’FREEDOM OF THE PRESS.” 


B arry M u st Go to P riso n for C on tem p t 
o f C ourt. 


[San Francisco Post, October 1st.] 
Judges Shatter, Hoge and Wallace ren­ 
dered lengthy opinions yesterday in the 
contempt proceedings against James H. 
Barry, the editor of the Weekly Star. They 
found him guilty of contempt of Court, and 
ordered him imprisoned in the Conntv 
Jail for five days and to pay a fine of $500, 
and upon failure to pay to be committed at 
the rate of $2 for each day. 
One opinion is written by Judges Shafter 
and Hoge. Afier declaring that the de­ 
fendant is within the jurisdiction of the 
Court, the Judges continue: ‘‘This in­ 
quiry involves, to some extent, the rights 
and perhaps the privileges of the press. 
While this case does not require a decision 
attempting to fix or declare the extent or 
limitation of such rights, we allow our­ 
selves to say that judicial proceedings, de­ 
cisions and judgments are like all other 
matters pertaining to government, open to 
examination, 
discussion 
and 
©pinion. 
* 
* 
* 
There 
is 
no 
necessity 
for 
impugning 
either 
the 
motives 
or intelligence of the Judge, still less of 
vituperative denunciation. * 
* 
* The 
three departments of government in differ­ 
ent lines are independent of each other. 
Any disrespect on the part of either of the 
others is a contempt of the body in which 
it is uttered. If the public press insists 
upon becoming a fourth estate or depart­ 
ment it cannot complain it it is subjected 
to the same rules as control such as have 
a constitutional origin. The atrocity of the 
article published by the respondent is such 
as passes all claim to be other than a libel 
and contempt. It is somewhat curious in 
its aspersions. The Judge of this Court, 
by the most contemptuous and disparaging 
terms, is declared intellectually incompe­ 
tent to the duties of his position ; is false 
and corrupt, a criminal Judge, deserving of 
conviction as such. With the presiding 
Judge he is described as the mere tool, 
leaving no legal connection with the ju ­ 
dicial office. The article apparently was 
intended to expose the whole judicial offi­ 
cers of the city to public execration, for it 
is deemed that any appeal to them for jus­ 
tice would be helpless. 
“It is proper to say that the decision of 
the Judge sustaining the demurrer in the 
principal case seems in entire accord with 
tbe People vs. Melzler, where the same 
question wes involved. The Judge simply 
followed a decision, which, under his oath 
of office, he was bound to obey. 
* 
* 
* 
There remains only to determine as to the 
power of the Court in this proceeding. 
That this power is inherent in all Courts of 
general jurisdiction seems to admit of no 
doubt.” 
The Judges then show that the case of 
the People vs. Bingham was pending in 
Judge Lawler’s Court when the article was 
published, and the opinion concludes as 
follows: “ We have therefore no difficulty 
in adjudging the defendant guilty of con­ 
tempt, and that he must abide the penalty 
he has invited.” 
Judge Wallace, in rendering a concur­ 
ring opinion, says: “The publication for 
which Barry is in question, was that 
Francis W. Lawler, one of the Judges of 
the Superior Court, is a ‘Criminal Judge, 
guilty of deliberate lying about the law; 
not merely a fool but an impudent rascal, 
a criminal on the bench,’ etc. 
“The pretense now set up that to deal 
with Barry for this as constituting a con­ 
tempt is to strike a blow at the freedom of 
the press scarcely requires notice. There 
is no such ‘freedom of the press,’ or for 
that matter, freedom of any person as 
would justify or excuse snch a publication 
as this. The freedom of the press does not 
import an unrestrained license for libel 
and ribaldry, nor justify mere vitupera­ 
tions and charges of corruption against 
Courts and their officers. 
If it did there 
would soon come an end to that orderly 
administration of justice which it is the 
highest purpose ol an enlightened press 
to subserve and promote. 
" Was the publication in question here a 
contempt within tbe purview of the sta­ 
tute? Did the publication amount to an 
unlawful interference with the proceedings 
of the Court? 
“ In answering these questions the cir­ 
cumstance that ¡¡the publication was also 
an attack upon the personal reputation of 
Judge Lawler is of no m om ent; the 
remedy open to tbe Judge himself, as an 
individual, is but the same as that afforded 
by tbe law to all other persons. 
“ But that the publication in hand was 
more than a personal attack npon the 
Judge, and was distinctively an unlawful 
interference with the proceedings of tbe 
Court as snch in the Bingham case is clear. 
* * * t- What Barry had found in this 
order which could so arouse his indigna­ 
tion is not a little difficult to understand.” 
Judge Wallace maintains that the over­ 
ruling of the demnrrer in tbe Bingham 
case was in accordance with prior deci­ 
sions, and concludes : “ But even had he 
fallen into that error, that circumstance 
would by no means have authorized Barry, 
as the editor of a public journal, to assume 
to interfere with the proceedings of the 
Court in the Bingham case; certainly it 
would not have justified him in making 
the vituperative attack which he did in the 
publication betore us.” 
Under the decision the Sheriff was di­ 
rected to arrest Barry at once.
